W ith approxim ately IOO m em bers 
in attendance, th e largest num ber of 
firem en present a t any m eeting in 
recent m onths, th e com pany voted 
25 to 9 to atten d th is year’s state 
convention in a body, to hire a band, 
th e cost of w hich shall not exceed 
$200. and to give each firem an who 
atten d s an allow ance not exceeding 
$9. 
Rescind Early Action 
Before the com pany’s recent food 
sale and bazaar, th e com pany went 
on record to th e effect th a t all pro­ 
ceeds of the bazaar would be tu rn ­ 
ed over to the ap p aratu s fund. 
The 
com pany cleared approxim ately $400 
from its food sale and bazaar and 
th e cost of sending th e m em bers to 
Lock Havfjn for th e convention is 
estim ated at betw een $700 and $800.

Grau San Martin, in a virtual state 
of siege at the National hotel. Gov­ 
ernment soldiers who have sur­ 
rounded the hotel for almost a 
week were removed for a time Wed­ 
nesday but Wednesday night again 
barricaded the hotel. 
Col. Julio Aguado, new secretary 
of war, previously had explained the 
administration had no desire to pro­ 
voke a conflict and that officers 
were free to return home. Wednes­ 
day night, however. Capt. Antonio 
Torres Menier, one of the leaders of 
the officers' group, said the guards 
were not withdrawn officially but 
merely quit when relief failed to a r­ 
rive. 
The officers issued a manifesto 
saying that the coup d’etat which 
overthrew the De Cespedes govern­ 
ment was responsible for the Ameri­ 
can display of naval strength in 
Cuba and denying they had sought 
to provoke American intervention.

Harrisburg, Sept. 14 (AP).—Some 
state employes will smile, and some 
will frown, when they get their 
semimonthly pay checks Friday. 
Under the reclassification of jobs, 
salary 
change 
sheets show, the 
deepest pay cut among the 2096 em­ 
ployes is $2900—for Roy B. Ross, ad­ 
ministrative assistant in the state 
workmen’s insurance fund. His sal­ 
ary drops from $5,000 to $2,100. 
The $900 increase, to $2400, for F. 
H. Smith, comptroller in the de­ 
partment of mines, is the largest 
rise. 
Changes in salaries and duties re­ 
sult in a net saving of $139,921 a 
year. 
The change sheets revealed that 
nearly half of the employes affected 
were in the group earning less than 
$1600 a year. 
In that division. 299 
received increases and 573 were cut. 
The revision of salaries of stenog­ 
raphers and clerks accounted for 
more than 400 changes. Tile great­ 
est number of increases were in the 
group earning from $900 to $1000 a 
year, most of whom were increased 
to 
$1080. 
Employes 
whose 
pay 
ranged from $1200 to 41300 before 
the reclassification comprised the 
group in which reductions were 
most numerous. The reductions es­ 
tablished an average pay of $1140 
for that class of clerks and stenog­ 
raphers.

Among the ranks of employes 
whose salaries ranged from $1600 to 
$3000 a total of 1075 received in­ 
creases, while 333 received cuts.

By the middle of the nineteenth 
century, the bituminous industry 
was solidly established as one of the 
basic industries of the western half 
of the state. 
Over canals, then at the peak of 
their comparatively short career, 
and over their fast-growing nemesis, 
the railroads, soft coal was shipped 
to ever-increasing markets. 
Production responded to the heavy 
demands of local consumption and 
the mounting sales in more remote 
sections of the country. 
The tonnage had passed the mil­ 
lion mark by 1852—the actual figure 
was 1,300,000. 
The rapid increase 
heralded the none to distant fu­ 
ture when from 7,000,000 to 9,000,- 
000 tons was to be frequent, and 
when even those production figures 
were to be far below the capacity 
of the mines. 
As early as 1846. Pittsburgh alone 
was consuming 464,286 tons and ex­ 
porting 214.286 tons. 


In the ensuing panorama of in­ 
dustrial development, these events 
stand out in the chronological his­ 
tory: 
1852—Pittsburgh
